Your visit is useful and^ 
timely in its enabling you to bring up some L ~~! 


points in this dominant area of US-Argentine 
relations. You will be asked some pointed 
questions about how US human rights policy 
will affect issues in which the Argentines are 
interested. We will have benefited from 
Ms. Derian's visit (August 6-10), which should 
focus Argentine attention again on human right-s . 

What we can say to the Argentines: We are 

sending by septel a human rights observance 
summary. Its conclusions lead us to recommend 
that you make the following points: We are 

encouraged by Argentine official statements 
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' that the war against terrorism is well along toward 

winning. We see hopeful signs of an increasing 

depend 

government willingness and ability to d e fend more upon 

orderly judicial procedures against suspected subversives 

than upon more summary methods. What distresses many 

of Argentina's friends are the dramatic disappearances -- 

like -that of Ambassador Hidalgo Sola — taken by anany to 

indicate that lawlessness -remains widespread. 

What the Argentines Will Want to Know From You: 

In addition to expressing more or less standard defenses 

against our human rights observations, Argentines will 

ask you how far we intend to go in "punishing" this 

government before international lending institutions. 

They will want to know with some precision--because 

their military planning depends in part on this — what 

equipment we will sell them and up until what date and 
if 

on what credit terms h£ any. Explain to the Argentines, 
in as great detail possible, the legislative reasons 
for changes worldwide in our Military Groups. Argentine 
officials will be equally interested in whether they 
may expect some military training. They perhaps will 
not ask--because it is too hurtful to pride--just what 
might be required for them to be judged "behaving 
themselves" in the human rights field so as to continue 
| our bilateral military relationship, but we should J 
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Hassess for the Argentines as kra kindly as possible 
those measures which would deter or alter Congressional 
measures against them. 

2. Economic Conditions. Aside from troubles with 
international financial institutions cited above, we 
can give every encouragement to Argentina's efforts to 
square away its economy. Cite our appreciation of the 
stabilization taking place, and difficulties involved 
in reducing inflation and budget deficit. We are 
encouraged by improvement in the climate for foreign 
investments, and hope that implementation of the foreign 
investments law and industrial promotion law will 
confirm expectations . Note spectacular bilateral 
successes in writing a new aviation agreement, and qn 
settling maritime issues. 

3. Narcotics Affairs Cooperation. Express gratitude 
for help in rounding up and deporting narcotics k± 
violaters. We understand that creation of an Argentine 
aeronautical police department will be a real assist in 
police ability to control clandestine narcotics 
transportation. 

4. Nuclear Affairs. Express our hope that Argentina 
will join the Treaty of Tlaltelolco, and adhere to 
the nonproliferation agreement. Inquire into latest 

j developments toward producing nuclear energy for the | 
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country . 

5. Regional Affairs. Acknowledge the measured and 

judicious way Argentina and Chile have gone about 
settling their Beagle Channel dispute. Cite our similar 
appreciation for continued efforts to resolve with Brazil 
and P.araguay the question of rational use of the waters 
of the’ Parana. ~ 

6. Jacobo Timerman. We want to give the matter more 
thought before asking you to make a plea in a specific 
human rights case. The Timerman family has made several 
requests of us to involve you in the matter during your 
visit here. We believe it might be useful for you to 
express an interest because of the gravity and notoriety 
of the matter, and may suggest that you do this before 
both the Foreign Minister and the Minister of Economy. 

On the other hand, if this becomes a labored issue during 
the visit of Ms. Derian, it might be better not to call 
further attention to the case.
